MINUTES OF MEETING
Held in Office of State Water Commission
Bismarck, North Dakota
October 7, 1959

A regular meeting of the North Dakota State Water Conservation Commission
was called to order on October 7, 1959 in the office of the Commission,
State Capitol Building, to consider routine business matters. The follow-
ing were present:

The meeting was called to order by Vice Chairman Earle F. Tucker at 3:00 p.m.,
with Commissioners Einar Dahl, Math Dahl, A. R, Weinhandl, Oscar Lunseth
and Secretary Hoisveen present.

REPAIR EATON Messrs. J. C. Eaton and Richard Oium appeared on
DAM behal f of the Eaton Flood Irrigation District
pertaining to repair work on the Eaton Dam.
Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Eaton Dam was constructed about 1936 with
public works funds, and the local people supplying 60% of the cost. |t was
constructed under the direction of the State Engineer's Department at that
time. They are now irrigating about 8000 acres. Water is diverted into
impoundments. The structure is quite di fferent from any other dam constructed
in North Dakota, as it is made from a series of 8 tubes six feet in diameter.
The lower tube is leaking at present. This is causing considerable erosion
of the material constituting the dam. The Commission did some work on this
dam about a year ago and the present trouble could be traceable to some
biasting the crew did at that time in accordance with requests from the
local represen tatives. The condition of the lower tube cannot be
determined until some of the loose fill materials are removed and we enter
the structure. The project deserves consideration. The leaky pipe could
be repaired with concrete and pneumatically sealed. Mr. Eaton explained
the difficulties in the dam and what would be necessary to make the dam
workable. He felt the gate should be mounted on the exterior and set in
concrete. Mr. Eaton would like to have whatever diameter pipe possibie
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which could be inserted In the present pipe. A cost estimate has been made
by Assistant State Engineer Timm. An accurate estimate Is difficult to
make until the situation has been explored in the interior of the dam.
Discussion on Pond |. The cost estimate that was made did not include any
work on Pond |. The cost estimate for the repair of Eaton Dam was fixed at
$14,300. A crew will be ready to take over in a short time.

Mr. Eaton also stated that in 1934 a survey was
made and bench marks were set up. Since that time these bench marks have
disappeared and there is nothing to go on.

The Commission'!s participation in the dam would
be on a 50-50 basis, unless there is another group who would participate
also. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner
Math Dahl that the Commission participate in the Eaton Dam construction
and survey on a 50-50 basis. A voice vote was taken and all commissioners
voted ay and said motion was carried.

DRAI NAGE AND A letter was read from the Maple River Water
WATERSHED Conservation and Flood Control District request-
PROJECTS ing aid from the State Water Commission in con-

nection with the watershed project. Their pro-
ject is being carried on with the cooperation of the Soil Conservation
Service. Several other such requests have been received .in recent years.
Secretary Hoisveen stated that he did not give the district encouragement
as to the Commission's participation in this project as the Commission had
previously expressed concern over participation in the right-of-way purchases
on legal drains as well as watershed projects. Mr. Hoisveen was requested
to obtain a list of the watershed projects which were reviewed by the
Commission in the April 10, 1959 meeting. The following list was again
reviewed by the Commission members. Thirty-three projects were listed as
being under construction or proposed for construction. The projects are
as follows:

projects for watershed development.
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RESOLUTION GOVERNING The consensus of opinion was that participation in
PARTICIPATION IN those projects would reduce the Commission fund to
RIGHTS-OF .WAY AND such a degree it would be ineffective in producing
DRAINAGE CLEAN OUTS other worthwhile projects. |t was moved by Commis-

sioner Welnhandl and seconded by Commlssioner Einar
Dahl that the following resolution be adopted. All members voted aye and the
resolution was adopted.

RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, the State Water Conservation Commission has received numerous
requests to participate in the cost of acquiring rights-of-way for drains
and watershed projects and also to participate in the cost of cleaning out
drains, and

WHEREAS, participation in meeting such costs would reduce the amount
approprlated to the Commission for participation in the construction of
other urgently needed water projects to such an extent that funds would
no longer be available for participation In the construction thereof.

THEREFORE, BE 1T RESOLVED that the funds appropriated to the Commis-
slon for participation with local interests in meeting the cost of water
projects shall not be used for acquisition of rights-of-way for drains
or watershed projects nor for maintenance or cleaning out drains but that
participation by this Commission in drainage projects shall only be con-
fined to construction of drains for drainage of farm lands.

ELLENDALE - Dr. Oster, council member from Ellendale called
SURFACE DAM & CUT the Commission office relative to incorporating
OFF STRUCTURE IN an underground dam with the cooperative survey
STONY CREEK being made by the Commission and the City at

the present site. Secretary Holsveen stated
that he had called Governor Davis relative to the urgency of the matter and
It was agreed to go ahead although the Commission's participation was
limited to $1,500. The investigation of the Commission showed the crew
would be required to go down about 24 feet to cut off the flow ef Stony
Creek. The City of Ellendale is pumping the under ground stream which
Ties below Stony Creek. The cut off trench in Stony Creek was the
Commission's initial proposal as it would provide an opportunity to
Impound water. It was found necessary, in view of the large quantity of
boulders in the creek bed and below the surface to go through the rock
and intercept the clay. It will be necessary to put in a clay core in
Stony Creek to effect the cut off. This project will undoubtedly run
somewhere around $6000, if a surface dam Is constructed but there is no
rush about that at this time. A n additional $1,500 is needed on a matched
basis to accomplish this work. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and
seconded by Commissioner Math Dahl that the Commission agrees to participate
up to $1,500. All commission members voted aye and the motion was carried.

PATTERSON LAND Commissioner Math Dahl brought up the matter of the
COMPANY WATER rejection of the water right of the Patterson Land
RIGHT #800 Company on Apple Creek. He stated that Mr.



Duemeland stated that the water is not to come out of Apple Creek but from
ponds on their land. The map furnlshed by the Patterson Land Company does
not indicate that the water is to be taken from their ponds. Secretary
Hoisveen is to investigate the matter.

CHAIN LAKES REQUEST The matter of -the Mauvais Coulee Drainage Project
{LAKE [RVINE-LAKE was brought to the attention of the Commission.
ALICE) The problem area lies between Devils Lake and

the Churchs Ferry area. The Chain Lakes Water
Conservation and Flood Control Dlstrict proposes to construct a portion of the
channel and dike from the outlet of Lake frvine to the Great Northern Railroad
embankment. The Commission had previously surveyed and studied the construc-
tion from Lake Irvine to Devils Lake. The District has easements as far as
the Great Northern Railroad. They feel that by starting such project that it
would enhance their opportunity to obtain easements further down the coulee.
The Commission has prepared cross sections and are preparing specifications
so the District can let bids on this project. They are requesting participa-
tion on the part of the Commission. This is not a full project. 1t probably
will involve a total expenditure of $16,000. They would like to have the Com-
misslon participate on a Loy basis on a figure of $16,000 to $20,000. The
Commission cooperated by putting in a control structure which is not being
used but which will be used when this segment of the project is complete. |t
was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Weinhandl
that the Commission participate on a 40% basis up to the railroad tracks.
All commission members voted aye and the motion was carried.

PURCHASE OF The Commission has a 1957 Plymouth car. [t would
AUTOMOBI LE cost $165 to repair the car and put it in good

working order. |t was thought that maybe the
Commission members would consider purchasing a new car or station wagon, using
thls car as a trade-in. It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by
Commissioner Einar Dahl that Secretary Hoisveen and Commissioner Earle Tucker
be authorized to investigate the purchase of a new car, using the 1957
Plymouth as a trading stock. AIl commission members voted aye and the motion
was carried.

SALINE A committee from the Department of Interior, Office
WATER of Saline Water, Washington, D. C., is selecting

a site to demonstrate its saline plant program.
The sites chosen In North Dakota are Ellendale and Devils Lake. There is also
a proposed site at Webster, South Dakota. A member of the Commission staff
will meet this committee at Ellendale and take them to Devils Lake.

NATIONAL The National Reclamation Association will hold a
RECLAMATION meeting in Denver on October 27, 28, 29 and 30.
ASSOCIATION Usually the Commission has authorized the members
REPRESENTATION of the Water Commission to attend this meeting.

It was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded
by Commissioner Weinhandl that any of the commission members who can get away
be authorized to attend the convention of the National Reclamation Association
to be held in Denver. All members voted aye and the motion was carried.

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MISSOURI BASIN The Missouri Basin Inter-Agency meeting is being

COMMISSION Governor Davis is flying down In the National
MEETING Guard plane and will be back the same day. (It was

suggested that as many as possible of the Commisslion
members attend this meeting. Commissioners Tucker, Einar Dahl and Weinhandl
stated they thought they would be able to attend this meeting.

EXHIBITS NATIONAL It has been customary for the State Water Conser-
RECLAMATI ON vation Commlssion to have an exhibit at the Natlonal
ASSOCIATION Reclamation Assoclation Convention. Secretary
CONVENTION Hoisveen asked if the Commission wished to again

have exhibits at this convention. It was moved
by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commissioner Einar Dahl that the
State Water Conservation Commission have an exhibit at the National Reclamation
Association Convention at Denver. All commission members voted aye and the
motion was carried.
